armed resistance to tho mandate of a 
court tbey bocomo criminals. What- 
ever may bo tho opinion ol these mis- 
guided mon n3 to their equitablo right 
to tho ground, tho court bus decided 
that they possess no legal claim, and 
it wa8 their duty, as good citizens, to 
bow t(- that decision and resign the 
property into tho hands of its lawful 
owners, if tbey bad made up their 
minds not to accept tho magistrate as 
arbiter, why did tbey appear in court 
at all 1 Why did they not from tho 
first rcfuso to obey the Biimmons oi 
tho court to appear and answer a 
charge of having trespassed on tho 
forbidden ground ? Tho conclusion 
•that every unprejudiced person must 
arri.ve at is this: Tho Canadian Com- 
pany wont into court do crmined to 
obey the law if it was with thorn; to 
broak it if it was against them. They 
accepted the court as a proper tri- 
bunal to try tho caso so long as thoy 
eupposod thoro was a chance of a do«. 
cision being mado in their Javor; but 
tho moinoiit judgment was given for tho 
other sido they ilow to arms. Apply 
the rula theso mon havo adopted to 
every caso carried into a court of law, 
and allow tho losing party to forcibly 
hold what tho law says is another 
man's, and wo sink at onco from tho 
condition of a well-ordered cominunitj* 
into a state of anarchy and confu-ion. 
Practically theso mon havo no moro 
chance of effecting- any reasonable ob- 
ject in refusing to rocognizo property 
or law than if they bad attempted to 
sot things right D3' assassinating the 
Gold Commissioner, lynching Judge 
Begbio, or fning tho oourtrhouso. Don 
Quxoto could not bo under moro 
absurd illusions as to tho. means and 
agencies for and against him, as to tho 
value of his colleagues, or tho character 
of thoso ho attacked or defended. 1^ 
is not a virtue that has impelled the 
Canadian Company to adopt their 
violent course, but a madness—an ut« 
torly incompetent attempt to effect 
tho impossible. The Fenians aro ac- 
tuated bv- tho sentiment that has 
efTectod deliverances, founded consti- 
tutions and mado tho world what it is. 
though wo can on : y lament io their 
case to seo that sentiment in tho form 
ol a ridiculous burloequo. Tho mon 
who havo taken up arms at Cariboo 
aro actuated by no feeling worthy 
tho name of sentiment. By tho oxer* 
ciso of bruto force and numerical 
strength tlio}' have wrested a rich 
claim from tho hands of its legal 
owners, and now threaten to resist by 
forco every attempt on tho part of the 
Government to place tho claim again 
in tho bunds of tnoso to whom it be- 
longs. This sta'.o of things must not 
be allowed to exist a moment longer 
than it will tako to Bond to Cariboo a 
forco sufficiently strong, numorioally, 
to overawe those lawless men. It is 
easy to enforce tho law. No provo- 
cation need come from the Govern- 
ment. Should tho men rotiro without 
opposing the Government, there will be 
no necessity lor bloodshed; but event- 
must bo met as they arise, and should 
the minors appeal to the arbitrament 
arms to decide the question, the 
Government must not shrink from 
doing its duty. It the pooplo now 
in arms aro led to suppose f'oru time by 
tho adoption of a timid policy thai 
thoy can do this thing with impunity, 
subsequent interference will produce 
a senso of wrong. Afl the caso now 
stands, there is not a man among tho 
ono hundred who have arrayed thomi 
solves against tho law but knows pors 
foctly woll the fearful responsibility 
bo has incurred. Suffer tho law to be 
80r, at di fiance now with impunity and 
ovor}' valuable pieco of mining ground 
in British Columbia will bo placod 1 t 
the mercy of tho mob, llieh olaimi 
will bo bold by tho rninoi ity only upon 
tho Btifloranco or good otnuro of the 
majority. It is asserted that popular 
sentiment at Cariboo sidoa with tho 
Canadian Company. We can Bcaroely 
O-edit this assertion, for it must be 
pirfectly plain to every intelligent 
nrnor that should mob-Jaw achieve a 
triumph in tho prosont instance, no 
man's claim is saio from the dbproda> 
tionsof tho lawless or tho unprincipled, 
no matter bow securely ho may fancy 
himself hedged- in by logul de- 
cisions In his favor. Tho fa to of the 
Grouso Creek FluulO Company to-day 
muy bo thatol tho Herron Company 
to-morrow. "Wlioro ".Might makes 
Bight" public security Ja ut an ond, 



Wo do hopo that thoeo mon will pay 
such rospoct to the law of tho land as 
to desist from an act which they well 
know is oontrary to law. Thoy havo 
had ovory opportunity of trying tho 
lognl right, ond having failed to estab- 
lish th°ir claim wo trust that wise 
counsels will provail. and that thoy 
will quietly relinquish an attempt 
their own good senfe ought to tell 
thorn is futilo. Tho position of Gover- 
nor Seymour is a delicato 0110, and ho 
dosorvoB tho active support and sym- 
pathy of all right miuded colonists. 
There is a plain path opon to his Ex- 
cellency, llo should proceed in person 
to Cariboo and ondoavor by argument 
to induce thoso rash mon to abandon 
thoir Quixotic enterprise ; failing an 
amicable arrangomont, spocial consta- 
bles should bo sworn in ; and if a Buffi 
oienc civil forco cannot bo obtained, 
martial law ahould bo proolaimod and 
tho Admiral called on for troops to 
assist in upholding tho majesty of tho 
law, which must and will not bo suf- 
fered to bo trailed in tho miro of Grouse 
Crook.

Eastern Slates. 

In tho Senate Chandler called up the re- 
solulion regarding Mexican aflairs, and made 
a speech justilying tho execuiion of Maxi- 
milian. Ho hoped Congress would not ad- 
journ without an expression of sympathy, and 
also extend aid if necessary to Mexico; if 
uny European powers determined to fight 
Mexico thoy must light tho United Status 
also, 

Fowler and Nye ppolio in favor of tho re- 
solution. The latter regarded Mexico as ul- 
timately destined to belong- to this country 
He eulogized Juarez us n groat and good 
mun ; an enlightened world would say nmon 
to the fate of Maximilian, llu hud no sym- 
pathy for an imported monarch jwbo name to 
BUbjugnte, not invigorate, tho country. It 
was advisable to exercise a fraternal policy 
towards Mexico, aud extend substantial uid 
il necessary. 

Howard justified tho notion of tho court- 
martial which tried Maximilian, and de« 
uounoed the decree of October 18th, 1865, an 
the murderous decree of u temporarily suc- 
cessful highwayman, Maximilian mot a 
deserved fate. 

Yates moved that further consideration of 
Iho subject Ijo postponed, us it iletcrvcd 
more consideration. 

The special says a Jargo delcgnlion cf 
whito and black Unionists bud arrived from 
North Carolina arid Alabama, for tho pur- 
pose of Urging Congress to abolish tho pres- 
ent State Governments of the South. Their 
petition sets forth Ihut Union men would 
have a better ehunco to control registration 
if the present organizations were entirely 
abolished. Tho Carolina delegation will 
present a petition for the relief of Gov. IIol- 
don from tho political disabilities incurred by 
uotlvo participation in tho rebellion. 

Washington, July 8.— In iho House a 
number of bills wure Introduced, including u 
bill to repeal the bankrupt law; 0110 abolish- 
ing national bunko and icdueruiug bills with 
legal tenders. 

Wood introduced a resolution of inquiry oe 
to what action should bo tukon in view of. 



the forcible abduction of Santa Anna from 
an American vessel, and whethor treaties 
and the law of nations had not been so viol- 
ated as to demand summary action on the 
part of this government. 

Ashley oil rid a constitutional amondmont 
providing that all persona heroaftor naturaliz- 
ed must be able to read and write ; also that 
no person can hold office, civil or military, 
who wua a moraber ol any convention which 
passed an act ol secession or held a commis. 
sion a.ovo tho rank of captain in tho rebel 
army. 

Oa motion of Banks tho President was 
requested to furnish information relative to 
the execution of Maximilian and Santa 
Anna. 

Logan offered a resolution directing the 
commitleo to inquire into tho acts of disloy- 
alty alleged ugaiust Kentucky members, with 
power to aeutl for persona and papers, but to 
sit during recess. Adopted. 

Builer ollered a preamble and resolution ap- 
pointing a Special Committee of Five to 
examine into the assassination conspiracy, 
and granting an amnesty to any conspirator 
who will reveal tho whole plot. Butler, 
Shcllabarger, Julian, Wurd and Randall 
wore appointed on such committee. A mo- 
tion ot Bohenok wua passed calling for a lull 
report. 

Cabinet meeting ia now considering the 
reconstruction act. 

Stevens has reported an explanatory re- 
construction act, an abstract of which was 
previously sent, ono section providing that no 
civil court shall havo jurisdiction of uny uct 
civil or criminal, of any district commander 
or any officer acling under his authority, iu 
ths discharge of dutioa under Ihe act. 
Soveral amendments wore ollered. Wilson 
offered one providing a penalty of 85,000 for 
any person obstrnoting the execution of tho 
act. Benjamin offered one providing that 
tho right ol registration should not ho 
ulleeioij by the executive pardon. Slovens 
proposed to move thu previous question on 
the passage of the bill. Several Democrats 
appealed to Stevens to not ileprivo tho 
minority of tho right to disc;i83 tho bill. 
Brooks desired an opportunity to present a 
minority report. Stevens consented to allow 
tho discussion to proceed with tho under- 
standing that he would ask a vote at half 
past one.

he Crowu, aud one that is least likely to ho 
sold or ceded to a foreign power; This grati 
fying piece of intelligence is strictly true. 
Wo are not forgotten by Her Majesty's 
Government, which, wo bare always be- 
lieved, had our beat intorestu at heart, 
although for a timo wo were certainly ne- 
glected. Let us hopo that a new era in 
our affairs is about to down. In this 
connection we may utid that work has been 
stopped on thu dockyard buildings nt Esqui- 
mau, not with a desigu of abandoning the 
work, but with the ot-ject of selecting another 
aod, purhaps, more secure purt of tho harbor 
on which to locate them. 



Just imagine a John Chinaman who, when 
at home, works for five cents per diem and 
find3 his own " licce," striking lor nu increase 
in wages ! At Nanairao, on Monday, the 
oelestial gentlemen who loud the cars with 
coal at the mouth of Ilia pit, actually titruck 
for a dollar nnd a-half a day instead of one 
dollar, (tholr former rale of wages'. John 
huB caught tho "striking fever" from the 
white colliers, ond a:i he cannot well be re- 
placed even at tho advanced rate, it is prob« 
able that his demands will bo complied with, 
although wo arc of opinion (bat white labor 
at, S2 a day is moro protitablo than Chinese 
labor at $1 50. Iti consequence of ibe 
;l strike" tho Emily Harris, which was 
loading fur this place, was detained for some 
hours.
